To the Honorable the Senate and the House of Representatives in General Court 

assembled : 

The sixth annual report of the Board of Prison Commissioners 
is herewith presented. 

Since the last report there have been two changes in the member- 
ship of the Board. Dr. Mary V. O'Callaghan resigned from the 
commission in March, 1906, and was succeeded by Miss Marie Hose 
Collins, who entered upon her duties March 12. Dr. O'Callaghan 
was appointed a Commissioner of Prisons in November, 1895, and 
was made a member of this Board when it was created in May, 1901. 
The clear knowledge of institution work she had gained from an ex- 
perience in another official capacity, with her professional attainments 
and active sympathies, made her services specially valuable to the 
State. In December Miss Collins resigned, and Miss Mary Boyle 
O'Reilly was appointed in her place. 

The detailed statistics of this report are made up as heretofore 
for a period of twelve months, ending September 30, but full in- 
formation regarding the financial operations is presented for the 
fiscal year ending November 30. It would not have been possible 
to prepare this report in time for submission to this session of the 
General Court if an attempt had been made to tabulate the returns 
from the prisons, the courts, the probation officers and the police for 
a year ending on November 30. Under the old arrangement, when 
the year ended on September 30, it has always been impossible to 
secure the returns, properly tabulate them and have them printed in 
time to present the report at the beginning of the session. It has 
therefore been assumed that for all purposes of information the fig- 
ures in this report, aside from the expenditures and receipts, may 
just as well refer to a year ending on September 30 as to be made for 
a later date. If the act should be construed in such a way as to in- 
clude all this statistical information and the financial tables oi l\^fe 
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county prisons, which do not involve any expense to the Common- 
wealth, it would be earnestly recommended that this report should 
be granted the same exemption that was given to the report of the 
Insurance Commissioner when the subject of establishing a fiscal 
year was under consideration. 

The whole number of sentences to all prisons was 26,899, — a 
decrease of 1,646 from the number reported in 1905. In sentences 
for crimes against the person there was a slight increase, the figures 
being 1,443, against 1,402 last year. In sentences for crimes against 
property the number was 2,969, — a decrease of 180 from last year. 
In crimes against public order, etc., the sentences show a decrease of 
1,507, as compared with 1905. 

The number of prisoners in custody on Sept. 30, 1906, was 6,147, 
being 268 less than on the same date last year. It may be noted that 
on November 30 of this year the number was 6,206, but this num- 
ber will not be used in the detailed tables of statistics concerning the 
prisoners remaining at the close of the year. 

State Prison. 

The State Prison population has shown very little variation 
throughout the year. On September 30 there were 848 prisoners 
in custody, — 5 more than at the close of last year ; but on Nov. 30, 
1906, the number had fallen to 833. There are still more prisoners 
than can be provided with separate cells. The excess population 
has been cared for by the same method that was described in the last 
report, namely, the placing of two prisoners together in the cells of 
the separate imprisonment building. It is a curious fact that this 
building, originally designed for the detention of unruly prisoners 
who could not be safely employed in the congregate workshops, is 
now occupied almost wholly by prisoners who must of necessity be 
of good conduct, as it would be manifestly unsafe to put together 
two prisoners of any other class. Notwithstanding the crowded con- 
dition of the buildings, there has not been any unusual illness. 

Since the last report, 4 prisoners have been sentenced to the State 
Prison for the third time and 2 for the fourth time ; only 1 of these 
was indicted and sentenced as an habitual criminal. This year 2 
prisoners held as habitual criminals have been released by the Gov- 
ernor and Council, and on November 30 there remained in custody 
11 such prisoners. 
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In accordance with the parole law, which allows the commissioners 
by unanimous vote to release a prisoner who has served two-thirds 
of a term sentence that was imposed prior to the first of January, 
1896, when the maximum and minimum law went into effect, the 
Board has released 3 prisoners. A very few only remain who can 
be released by virtue of section 114 of chapter 225 of the Revised 
Laws, and some of these will not be eligible for a long time. 

In November 8 prisoners held at the State Prison under sentence 
from the United States Courts were transferred to the new national 
prison at Atlanta, by order of the Attorney-General; 2 others were 
allowed to remain at Charlestown because their sentences had so 
nearly expired that it was not considered advisable to remove them. 

The last Greneral Court granted an appropriation of $5,000 for 
repairing the shop buildings and making some special repairs on 
the houses occupied by the subordinate officers. Up to the present 
time only $559.80 of this appropriation has been expended. 

Massachusetts Reformatory, 

Since the last report there has been a change in the management 
of the Massachusetts Keformatory. In February Mr. Charles S. 
Hart resigned, and the Board appointed to be superintendent Mr. 
Alvah S. Baker of Lowell. Mr. Hart went to the reformatory as 
clerk early in 1885, soon after the institution was opened. He be- 
came deputy superintendent in February, 1892, and was appointed 
superintendent in December, 1903, when Mr. Scott retired. 

The number of prisoners at the reformatory is smaller than last 
year, and on September 30 there were 832 in custody, against 852 
last year. On November 30 the number had fallen to 803. 

Owing to the reduced number it has been difficult at times to keep 
all the industries in full, operation. Some changes that are now 
contemplated, involving the discontinuance of one of the industries, 
will enable the superintendent to put into operation a plan that has 
been considered for allowing more out-door exercise to the younger 
prisoners. The industries are now in a very satisfactory state as far 
as supplying occupation for the prisoners is concerned. 

The superintendent gives an account of the various means used 
at this place for instructing the prisoners, and there is now in con- 
templation a plan for individual instruction that will be likely to 
prove more useful to the illiterate than the present matWA ^^ vssr 
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eluding them in the general classes. This would apply especially to 
the boys of foreign birth who have never been under instruction in 
public school, and some of whom are committed to the reformatory 
before they have acquired enough knowledge of the English language 
to make themselves clearly understood. 

In the superintendent's report there is a reference to a special 
appropriation for improving the means of sewage disposal at the 
reformatory. Under that appropriation plans have been prepared 
and submitted to the board of health. It was suggested by that 
board, however, that, if the town of Concord contemplated an ex- 
tension of the town system of sewage disposal in the near future, 
it would not be worth while to go to any large expense in changing 
the reformatory method, because under the act of 1895, relative to 
a sewerage system for that town, the reformatory must be joined to 
the town system when that is extended to Concord Junction. The 
town officials now give the information that at the next annual town 
meeting the question of extending the sewer will be considered. If 
it is then decided that no such extension is to be made immediately, 
the changes at the reformatory proposed by the engineer and ap- 
proved by the board of health will be completed as speedily as pos- 
sible. 

The superintendent, in his report, calls attention to the condition 
of the plumbing in the cell blocks. This work in the cells was done 
nearly thirty years ago, and no extensive repairs have been made on 
it since that time. It is recommended that a sufficient amount be 
granted to put it into good sanitary condition. 

Attention is called to some other recommendations of the super- 
intendent which will require special appropriations in order to per- 
mit the expenditure that is needed to keep the reformatory buildings 
in good order and suitable condition. Some painting has already 
been done on the cell blocks, but it will not be practicable to spare 
from the general appropriation a sufficient amount to complete the 
work. The renewal of the forges and anvils, as suggested, will cost 
about $1,000 ; altering and repairing the farm buildings named will 
cost a similar amount. The houses of the superintendent and the 
deputy superintendent were furnished many years ago, and no special 
expense on that account has been incurred since then. Possibly 
$2,000 would cover the item of repairing and refurnishing. 
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Reformatory Prison for Women, 

This place has had a very small number of prisoners throughout 
the year, and it is a long time since the number has risen above 200. 
On September 30 there were 180 prisoners in custody, — a decrease 
of 9 from the population at the close of the preceding year. On 
November 30 there were 176 in prison. The reduction in number is 
not caused by the diversion of cases to other places, as sentences of 
one year or more, for felony or serious misdemeanor, to a house of 
correction have for a long time been exceedingly rare. The decrease 
indicates a general falling off in sentences. 

The last General Court passed an act which contained a provision 
that no first misdemeanor should be punished by imprisonment at 
Sherborn. Many judges are of the opinion that this law has not 
been so satisfactory in its workings as to justify its continuance. 
Several conferences with the justices of the superior court lead to 
the belief that it may be advisable to modify this provision, and per- 
haps to repeal it altogether. 

The work at this prison is made to serve as an instrumentality for 
the reformation and improvement of the prisoners. As an adjunct 
to the regularly established industries, a sewing school was started 
some years ago, and most excellent results have been obtained from 
it. In addition to the industrial occupations and the instruction in 
classes, many of the women derive great benefit from the training 
they receive in the various departments of housework connected with 
the administration. Some of the inmates are entirely unfamiliar 
with household work, or have but an extremely limited knowledge of 
it, and it is the aim of the management to correct such deficiencies 
in the early training by giving the prisoners, as far as possible, in- 
struction in such branches of domestic work as can be shown here. 
That considerable success in this direction has been gained is shown 
by the fact that many of the women placed out at domestic service 
have remained with the same employers long after the expiration of 
their sentences. Since the indeterminate sentence was passed, in 
1903, there have not been as many women indentured as formerly; 
but the same principle applies to the case of prisoners who go into 
domestic work upon the expiration of the time that is required to 
earn a permit. 
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It will be of interest to note too that the methods of individual 
instruction in the school have been of lasting help to many of the 
prisoners whose early education was neglected. 

The General Court of 1906 appropriated small sums, aggregating 
$5,000, for various repairs at this prison. From this amount there 
has been expended, for repairing roofs, dwelling houses and stock 
bam, the sum of $2,596.99 ; for replacing a small frame building 
with one of brick and cement, $832.24; for repairing windows and 
painting woodwork inside the buildings, $1,194.36. 

The superintendent mentions some needed improvements which 
will involve the expenditure of about $2,000, and it is recommended 
that this sum be granted to place metal ceilings in the parts of the 
building designated by her report. 

Temporary Industrial Camp, 

The Temporary Industrial Camp for Prisoners was established 
in 1904 on land acquired by the Commonwealth in the town of 
Rutland. 

The purpose of that establishment was to provide employment for 
prisoners in reclaiming and improving a tract of waste land. In 
1905 the General Court authorized the establishment of a hospital 
prison for consumptives, and late in that year the foundation was 
made for the first dormitory of such an institution. It was hoped 
at the beginning of 1906 that the hospital buildings would be ready 
for occupancy that year, but it was difficult to find a large number 
of skilled workmen among the prisoners, and the small appropria- 
tion did not warrant the employment of a number of outside work- 
men ; consequently, the preparation of the domestic building was so 
far delayed that it was not ready before the cold weather caused a 
suspension of work. One dormitory is completed, and could have 
been occupied months ago if the needed domestic arrangements had 
been available. These will be completed early in the spring, as soon 
as the proper fixtures can be installed in the domestic building, and 
the hospital will be opened by the middle of the year. Another cause 
of the delay in building has been the need of keeping a large num- 
ber of prisoners at work on the land. The superintendent has se- 
cured quite satisfactory crops, and he believes that it will be possible 
to raise here a large part of the supplies that will be needed for the 
new hospital. 
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Under a resolve of last year a water supply has been provided. 
When the estimate was made for this purpose it was supposed that 
water would be obtained at a place that had already been selected 
by the agent of the board of health. This was on the near side of 
the Ware River. The analysis of the water obtained from the bor- 
ings at this place showed it to be unsuitable, and after several other 
experiments a location was selected on the far side of the Ware 
River. While this situation will afford an inexhaustible supply of 
water of a quality that has been approved by the board of health, it 
involved a considerable addition to the expense. Notwithstanding 
all these difficulties, however, the plant has been put into operation, 
and the following extract from the report of the engineer who in- 
stalled it may be useful in the way of information : — 

It was determined after the 30-foot tank tower had been erected that 
it was inadvisable not to provide for the elevation of the tank to a point 
which would afford a measure of fire protection for the roofs of the hos- 
pital group buildings, and an addition of 10 feet to the structure was or- 
dered, making its elevation 40 feet above grade and approximately 4 feet 
above the ridge pole of the highest building at that point. 

The digging of the well has been a tedious and expensive piece of 
work. The nature of the soil and the large quantities of water required 
to be handled called for an expenditure of a good deal of time and labor 
to make a thorough and workmanlike installation. 

The work has been completed, and, at a final test of the well when 
pumped to a depth of 16 feet below grade, has shown a yield of over 
100 gallons per minute continuously during a period of sixteen hours^ 
pumping, or equivalent to 100,000 gallons of water taken from the 
ground at one time. 

The quality of the water seems to be excellent, and should prove satis- 
factory in daily service. . . . 

The power plant, made up of the engine and dynamo, has been in- 
stalled temporarily in the basement of the domestic building at the camp, 
and is coupled up with switch-board, switches and rheostat located along- 
side of the dynamo, so that the starting of the pump at the pump house 
is done at the engine room. 

For greater convenience and ultimate economy, it was determined 
to use part of the- appropriation in electric lighting. When electricity 
was first proposed for this place it was intended to install it at the 
smallest cost; but, on the advice of persons long familiar with such 
work, it has been decided to use the conduit system, as being more

serviceable and in the end less expensive, although the first cost will 
be considerably greater. These changes, and the advance in price of 
some building materials, will make it necessary that a small addi- 
tional appropriation should be granted if the buildings are to be 
extended to the capacity that was generally agreed upon when the 
first appropriation was made. And a small appropriation will also 
be needed to provide a house for the superintendent, who is now occu- 
pying quarters that will be taken for other purposes when the hos- 
pital is fully established. 

Identification Office. 

In 1905 an act was passed, upon the petition of chiefs of police, 
which requires the Prison Commissioners to establish an office for 
receiving and transmitting information relative to the identification 
of criminals. This act did not become operative that year, because 
no appropriation was made for carrying it into effect. Last year, 
however, a sum was granted, whereupon an agent was appointed to 
arrange for the establishment of the office. Then a difficulty was 
encountered in obtaining a room for the office, and it was long past 
the middle of the year before any sort of a room could be secured. 
Since that time the agent has devoted his attention to fitting the 
office with suitable paraphernalia, and is now ready to receive the 
information that certain officials are required to furnish. The work 
cannot be done to the best advantage in the quarters which have 
been provided for it. There is in the commissioners' office much 
information that would be useful for the purpose of identification 
if it could be immediately available to the agent, as it might be if 
his room were contiguous to the general office. 

It is respectfully suggested that convenience and economy both 
would be promoted by a rearrangement of the offices, so that all the 
departments under the control of the Prison Commissioners could be 
brought together. 

Rearrangement of Sentences. 

The General Court of 1906 passed an act for dealing with delin- 
quent children. By this law, under certain circumstances such 
delinquents may be sentenced to any place except a jail or house of 
correction. If sentenced to a reformatory on account of a felony, 
such delinquent thereby becomes apparently subject to the law which 
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provides for a possible detention of five years. This condition, with 
some others, has suggested the necessity of a change in the law re- 
garding sentences to the reformatories. Instead of the broad dis- 
tinctions between felony and misdemeanor, it would be better to 
mark crimes of a serious nature by a longer term of possible im- 
prisonment, and to make some distinction between the offences of 
less gravity. 

Owing to the great variety of forms used by the courts, it is not 
always easy to determine from the mittimus the degree of the of- 
fence. This reference is not made for the purpose of suggesting 
legislation that would secure uniformity in the warrants of commit- 
ment, but merely to supply one reason why it seems desirable to 
amend the law respecting sentences. 

Since the indeterminate sentence was authorized for the Reforma- 
tory Prison for Women, the Legislature has passed one act, at least, 
which contravenes that provision; and there are also some difficulties 
in the law relative to the release of prisoners removed to the Re- 
formatory Prison for Women, and who have not been sentenced 
under the indeterminate law. It is suggested that these slight errors 
should be remedied in the same act which regulates the sentences. 

Retirement of Prison Officers, 

In the report of the warden of the State Prison there is reference 
to the advisability of increasing the compensation of the officers, and 
the report of the superintendent of the Massachusetts Reformatory 
contains a suggestion concerning a pension system for officers. 

A few years ago there was an unsuccessful attempt to obtain a 
retirement law for old officers in the State Prison and reformatory. 
It was then urged that it would be wise to provide a moderate pen- 
sion for officers at an advanced age who have been in service for a 
long time, and who are incapacitated from performing their work. 
A carefully guarded pension law would benefit the official service, 
and, as the retirements would be few, it probably would not prove 
a great burden to the State. 

Reference to this matter suggests the subject of vacations and 
leaves of absence that has been under consideration by prison offi- 
cials at various times, and that might well be regulated by statute. 
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Aid to Discharged Female Prisoners. 

The statutes relative to aiding discharged female prisoners au- 
thorize the Prison Commissioners to pay charitable institutions for 
the support of women charged with crime whose cases have been dis- 
posed of without sentence. When this provision was made, there was 
no authority anywhere else to provide for the support of these so- 
called " probation women," but since that time the Legislature has 
empowered the courts to authorize the probation officers to expend 
such sums as may be needed for the temporary support of persons 
placed on probation. In view of this authority, which seems to be 
ample for all cases, and of the fact that the amount to be spared by 
the commissioners from their appropriation in any year is very small, 
it is recommended that the law allowing such payments by this Board 
should be repealed. 

Disposal of Old Documents and Returns. 

In the commissioners' office there is a large mass of old papers that 
have been accumulating for more than thirty years. Many of them 
are of such a nature that they will never be needed for any purposes 
of verification or otherwise. Although they seem to be useless, it 
has not been considered proper to destroy them without special au- 
thority, as they have all been received pursuant to law. It is recom- 
mended that authority be granted to the commissioners to dispose of 
such returns as, in their opinion, have no permanent value. 

Estimates. 

The amounts that will be needed for the support of the prisons 
during the year ending Nov. 30, 1907, are estimated as follows: — 

At the State Prison, salaries of officers, $81,000 ; other expenses, 
$81,000. 

At the Massachusetts Reformatory, salaries of officers, $83,600; 
wages of instructors, teachers and other employees, $26,100; other 
expenses, $106,200. 

At the Reformatory Prison for Women, salaries, $28,000; other 
expenses, $32,000. 

The amount appropriated last year for the support of the Tem- 
porary Industrial Camp for Prisoners was based upon an annual 
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appropriation of $17,500, and that amount will certainly be needed 
this year for the same pui'pose, and an additional sum of $10,000 
has been requested for the support of the hospital. It is suggested 
that, as the name of the combined establishments will be " The 
Prison Camp and Hospital," these appropriations might well be 
joined in one sum.

WARDEN'S REPORT. 



Ghablbstown, Oct. 1, 1906. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners : 

I have the honor of submitting the annual State Prison financial 
and statistical report, including the reports of the chaplain and physi- 
cian of this institution, with the necessary estimates for the mainte- 
nance of the institution for the year commencing Dec. 1, 1906. 
Owing to the advanced .cost of living, I would respectfully ask your 
consideration as to the advisability of recommending a proportional 
increase in the salaries of those officers whose salaries are regulated 
by law, and especially those not exceeding $1,200 a year, with ap- 
propriations corresponding. 

I estimate that the amount of $162,000 will be required as follows: 
officers' salaries, $81,000; repairs, $7,000; provisions, $35,000; bed- 
ding and clothing, $7,500; education, $1,000; discharged prisoners, 
$700 ; fuel and lights, $13,500 ; water, $4,000 ; contingent and travel- 
ling expenses, $12,300.

To the Warden of the State Prison : 

The services in the chapel — mass, Sunday school and general 
service — have been held with large musical accompaniments each 
Sunday morning, as usual. The prayer meeting has been held when- 
ever liberty of the yard has been allowed. The Episcopal service, 
the second Wednesday of each month, has been conducted with in- 
creased attendance. The Hebrews have observed the two great an- 
nual occasions or festivals of their faith with such aid as their people 
could supply. The library has been in great demand, engrossing all 
possibilities in meeting needs of readers, while no request has been 
disregarded. Every reader or scholar in any and every department 
of the prison life or work has been encouraged to the limit of 
the library's resources. It seems a pity that the limit is so soon 
reached in a number of cases. The library sadly needs replenishing. 
Several hundreds of copies of religious or educational newspapers are 
still supplied for general readii;ig, either weekly or monthly, several 
of which are shared with other institutions after being read in the 
prison. The magazine literature has been of great practical value 
in connection with the use of the library, and, as far as possible, it 
is preserved for further use by being properly bound and added to the 
library. The Teachers' Association, the School of Correspondence, 
and the School for Illiterates and such as do not speak or write Eng- 
lish, still stand as happy illustrations of the mental ambition and 
purpose of the inmates of the prison. In close connection, as a blos- 
som producing precious fruit, the " Mentor " still claims our best 
thought and achievement The privileges of letter writing and the 
visits of friends still minister to the peace and well-being of the prison 
communitv.

SUPEKINTENDENT'S KEPORT. 



Concord, Oct. 1, 1906 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners : 

The twenty-second annual report of the Massachusetts Reforma- 
tory is herewith respectfully submitted. I assumed the duties of 
superintendent March 1, 1906, consequently only seven months of 
my administration are included in this report. 

There remained unexpended Oct. 1, 1905, from the special appro- 
priation under chapter 45 of the Resolves of 1905 for painting and 
repairing, $3,449.60. Of this amount, $3,022.12 have been expended 
this year, leaving $427.48 to complete the work. 

Chapter 49 of the Resolves of 1906 provided a special appropria- 
tion of $8,000, for the following purposes : — 

For providing additional means for the disposal of sewage, . . . . f 5,500 
For putting electric light fixtures and appliances into the houses of the 

subordinate oflScers, 2,500 

Of these amounts there have been expended in the year under 
review for the former $284, and for the latter $1,703.26, leaving 
respective balances of $5,216 and $796.74. 

There will be required for the maintenance of the reformatory 
for the twelve months from Dec. 1, 1906, to Nov. 30, 1907, according 
to the following sub-division, $215,900. This is a slight reduction 
from the amount asked for last year.

Since the establishment of the reformatory the total commitments 
thereto have been 15,526. Of these, 13,730 were sentenced directly 
from the courts, while, by order of the Prison Commissioners, 1,051 
have been removed here from other institutions and 693 returned 
for violation of permit ; received from all other sources, 52. 

During the same period the releases have been 14,694. Of this 
number, 12,835 have been released upon permits by the Prison Com- 
missioners, 1,119 upon expiration of sentences, 349 have been re- 
moved to other institutions, and 391 have been released by pardon, 
escape, death, etc. 

For the year covered by this report the number of prisoners com- 
mitted by the courts has been 552 ; returned by order of the Prison 
Commissioners, 24; removed here by order of the Prison Commis- 
sioners — from State Prison, 2; from State Farm, 26; from jails 
and houses of correction, 25 ; from the Lyman School for Boys, 13 ; 
from the Suffolk School for Boys, 3 ; returned from escape, 3. 

There were released during the same period 668, as follows: — 
by permit issued by the Prison Commissioners, 558 ; by expiration 
of sentence, 60 ; by removal to other prisons, 33 ; by executive par- 
don, 11; by escape, 4; by death, 2. 

The painting of the houses occupied by the subordinate officers 
has been completed, and the repairing of the wall surroimdihg the 
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reformatory yard is under way; but the progress is slow, owing to 
the condition of the wall, which in places had to be partially taken 
down and rebuilt. The amount appropriated will not be sufficient 
to put the entire wall in good condition, and in a few years another 
appropriation will be needed to complete the work. The installing 
of electric light fixtures in the houses occupied by subordinate offi- 
cers is nearly finished, and they will be in readiness for use this fall. 

I respectfully recommend that there be asked from the Legisla- 
ture a special appropriation for painting the cell blocks and the in- 
terior of the cells, and for repairing the plumbing. The plumbing 
in the cells was installed many years ago, and at the present time 
is in need of extensive repairs. 

I also recommend that an appropriation be asked for the purpose 
of renewing the forges and anvils in the blacksmithing department 
of the trade school. 

The cow barn is modem neither in sanitary arrangements nor con- 
veniences, and should undergo alterations and repairs. I recommend 
that an appropriation be asked of the Legislature for these purposes. 

The houses provided by the State as residences for the superin- 
tendent and deputy superintendent apparently have not been re- 
paired or refurnished for many years. I respectfully suggest for 
your consideration an appropriation for repairing and refurnishing 
the same. 

I respectfully suggest for your consideration the advisability of 
having a resident physician at the reformatory. Many of the yoimger 
boys committed to the reformatory are physically and mentally ab- 
normal, and I believe a system of physical training and drilling 
under the direction of a physician familiar with such work would 
be of great benefit to the inmates, improve the discipline and aid in 
the work of reformation. 

I respectfully call your attention to the age and personnel of the 
official force at the reformatory, appointments to which are made 
from the certified list of the Civil Service Commission, under the 
rules of said commission, and in all cases preference must be given 
to veterans when appointments are made. As a result of this law, 
the administration is confronted with the proposition of conducting 
a prison with a force of men some of whom are too old to have charge 
over a body of prisoners and maintain the standard of order and 
discipline necessary for a properly conducted institution of this 
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character. The average age of all the officers is about fifty-three 
years, twenty-four are sixty years of age or over. Of this number, 
twelve are over sixty-five years of age. 

I suggest that the Legislature should be asked to make some pro- 
vision for the retirement of officers who have been in the service for 
a long time and have become incapacitated. 

During the past seven months the affairs of the reformatory have 
proceeded quietly. All the inmates have been constantly employed 
in the several industries, trade schools and in work about the institu- 
tion. The production in the cloth industry has been about the same 
as of previous years. The results from the shoe department appear 
to have been more satisfactory than formerly, and I see no reason 
why this condition should not continue. These industries afford use- 
ful employment for the inmates, and the skill acquired by many 
enables them, when released, to readily obtain employment and be- 
come self-supporting. 

The trade schools enable many of the inmates to become more or 
less proficient at some trade, depending upon the aptitude of the in- 
dividual. Most of those committed to the reformatory are without 
trades, and many have never been accustomed to work steadily at 
any useful occupation. The benefit to the inmate is not solely the 
skill he may acquire, but there are inculcated in him habits of in- 
dustry and respect for labor. 

Evening schools have been maintained throughout the year. The 
attendance is compulsory, and nearly all the inmates are enrolled. 
Special attention is given to those who apparently have had little, 
if any, schooling. In most cases fair progress has been made, but 
there are a considerable number of inmates who are mentally defec- 
tive, and whose previous environment and habits have unfitted them 
to apply themselves with marked degree of success at anything. 

The farm has furnished labor for many of the inmates, and the 
crops, in most cases, have been satisfactory. At the present time only 
those soon to be released are assigned to the farm work. It is a kind 
of work adapted to and needed by many of the inmates. The bene- 
ficial results are so apparent that some way for employing a larger 
number at this work might well be considered. 

The Sabbath services during the year have been conducted as 
during the previous year. At half-past 8 o'clock in the morning 
a Catholic service is held regularly, and has been conducted by the 
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Rev. Mortimer E. Twomey, pastor of St. Bemard^s parish in Con- 
cord, or by his curates. This meeting has been followed at half-past 
10 o'clock by the general service, conducted by the chaplain, Rev. 
Wm. J. Batt. At half -past 1 o'clock a Bible class has been conducted 
in the chapel by Andover students. At 3 o'clock has generally come 
a non-pulpit lecture, the privilege of attending which has been lim- 
ited to the first grade.' At a quarter before 7 in the evening a social 
and devotional meeting has been held, sustained by inmates, by the 
Andover students and by the chaplain. 

The inmates who are Hebrews have always had services on their 
feast days and other sacred days, but during the last year more at- 
tention has been given them than before. Mr. Martin Leftovith 
now comes up from Boston twice a month to hold a service with the 
Jewish inmates in the afternoon. 

I wish to acknowledge the interest manifested by the officers and 
employees of the reformatory in their work.

SUPERIl^TENDENT'S REPORT. 



Shkbbobn, Oct. 1, 1906. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners : 

I have the honor to submit the twenty-ninth annual report of the 
Reformatory. Prison for Women. In reviewing the work of the year, 
no material change has been made in the plan of the work. The in- 
determinate law has proved its eflSciency for holding the women up 
to a high standard of obedience and perfect deportment while serving 
their months in .the ref ormatory^ but the time is too . short to effect 
any permanent cure of a woman who has been committed for im- 
morality, or for the woman who has given up the best years of her 
life to the drink demon. Either of these forms of iniquity would 
take years of complete isolation to work a radical reformation. 

Books, school, music, flowers, regular systematized work, both in- 
doors and out, are important factors toward 'bringing the minds of 
many women to see and feel that there is a reality in honest, up- 
right living. Many are the expressions which come welling up from 
the deep fountains of the heart, after they come to their sober minds, 
that never again will they yield to their former temptations. While 
they remain with us I believe they are honest in their convictions; 
but, alas, their own weak wills are not strong enough to resist the 
taunts which are hurled at them from their old unprincipled com- 
panions, whom they soon seek. Could they be transported far away 
from their old surroundings, and begin life among strangers, I be- 
lieve many more would forget their old life of sin. A letter received 
to-day from a woman who has rounded out. a full year in the home 
where she was placed speaks very kindly of the home and the people 
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and her happiness there, and she has promised to remain all winter. 
Almost daily letters are received from women, many of whom are 
happy in their own new-made homes. Many of these letters appear 
to have an honest promise of character and lives renewed. 

The out-of-door work for the women has been vigorously carried 
on all summer. We have just finished gathering into the storehouse 
1,800 bushels of potatoes. All other farm crops have been equally 
prolific. We would not forget to make mention of the abundant 
yield of the hospital garden. Each year the farm is producing in 
greater abundance every variety of vegetables and fruits, which for 
the past two years I have been able to supply to the prisoners' table 
almost daily. Through this liberal use of fresh vegetables our physi- 
cian unhesitatingly asserts that the physical condition of our women 
has been greatly improved. Besides supplying thus generously to 
the ofiicers' table as well as to the prisoners', a large amount of 
canned goods has been provided for the winter use. 

It is estimated that the following amounts will be needed for the 
expenses of this prison for the fiscal year beginning Dec. 1, 1906, 
and ending Nov. 30, 1907 : —

Subsistence, 96,000 00 

Clothing and bedding 1,500 00 

Furniture and furnishings, 1,500 00

The special appropriation of $5,000, granted at the last session 
of the Legislature, for repairs on tenement buildings and barns, and 
soaphouse, also inside the institution, repairing and painting win- 
dows and woodwork, has very nearly been expended, and in such a 
manner that no further expenditure in these directions will be re- 
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quired for many years. The general appearance of our long corridors 
has been improved, not only from a sanitary standpoint and greater 
cleanliness, but also in saving of heat, by a metal ceiling. The im- 
provement has been so great that I feel the institution would be 
greatly improved were this metal ceiling continued in the more im- 
portant rooms, — prison dining rooms and kitchen, three floors of 
the three wings, packing room, school room, sewing room, shirt room 
and two other smaller rooms. A careful estimate on this additional 
amount of ceiling, including painting and changing of the electric 
wires, is placed at $2,000. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the work performed by the 
men on the farm, as well as in the various departments by the offi- 
cers and matrons in charge. Much of the success attained is largely 
due to the efficient and faithful work of those who have been associ- 
ated with me. In order to defray the extra expense of labor occa- 
sioned by the eight-hour law, I am compelled to ask for an increase 
of appropriation for salaries. The sum of $3,000 will be required 
to meet this demand. 

As in former years, many friends have remembered us with much 
valuable reading matter; these contributions are always welcome. 
The women watch for the weekly papers or magazines, and eagerly 
read them. When so badly worn as no longer fit to be exchanged, 
the pictures and scraps are saved, and often sent home to children 
in letters, or sometimes given me to be placed on our picture cards. 
The value of these contributions cannot be estimated. 

The women are always interested and very attentive whenever a 
minister or friend visits us and speaks to them words of admonition, 
encouragement, hope, or brings, in a simple way, soime message of 
love from the Master. Often an instructive entertainment is given 
or an hour of music. To all of these friends our thanks are ex- 
tended, and especially to the pastor of Grace Church, Dr. C. F. 
Daniels, for the delightful evenings he has given us at different times, 
and particularly the lectures with stereopticon views of the life of 
Christ during the last Easter season.

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CHAPLAIN'S KEPORT. 



Shbbborn, Oct. 1, 1906. 
To the Superintendent of the Reformatory Prison for Women: 

I hereby submit to you the twenty-ninth annual report of this de- 
partment of work of the Reformatory Prison for Women. 

As each year's work is to a certain extent a repetition of that of 
previous years, I refer you to last year's report for the details of 
this branch of our work. 

Xo essential changes have been made in the order of chapel ser- 
vices. The Sabbath with us is a very busy day, our chief aim being 
to reach the lives, stir the thoughts and move the feelings of the 
women, and to encourage them with the thought that, although their 
lives thus far may have been a failure, yet there is time for each to 
win the battle of life. 

Our school was in session continuously during the past year until 
August 1, when it was closed, and was reopened September 13. Dur- 
ing the year there were 67 admitted to the day school; 26 of these 
w^ere illiterates, and 41 could read and write imperfectly. The 
women ranged in ages from seventeen to sixty years. The progress 
made by them has been very encouraging. 

Our general library contains 1,495 volumes; the hospital library, 
409. There were 57 books added to the former. Our books wear out 
very fast, and it takes considerable time and patience to repair and 
keep them covered. All the new books added during the year I 
covered evenings in my room. With the assistance of one of the 
women, I have, during the summer, repaired not only the books in 
the library, but also all the chapel and school books. 

The past year has been one of much hope and anxiety, with much 
that has been encouraging. Surely some seed has fallen on good 
groimd.

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The Jails and Houses of Correction* 



In some parts of this report the financial statements are arranged 
to cover the period beginning on Oct. 1, 1905, and ending Nov. 30, 
1906. These are made in this way to comply with the new law 
establishing a fiscal year for all State departments. Some other 
tables, however, which do not so clearly come under the provisions 
of that law, are still prepared for the twelve months ending on Sept. 
30, 1906. The statements concerning the county prisons relate to 
the twelve months ending on September 30, last, as far as the statis- 
tics, expenditures, etc., are concerned; but in each instance there 
will be found a note as to the number of prisoners remaining at the 
close of the new fiscal year, so that the exact condition of the prison, 
in respect to its capacity, can be known for that date. 

The Prison Commissioners have a general supervision over all 
jails and' houses of correction; that is to say, they are required to 
inspect them at stated intervals, and to prescribe rules for the gov- 
ernment and discipline. This Board also, in concurrence with the 
masters and keepers, decides upon the industries that may be main- 
tained therein; and all expenditures on account of the industries 
require the approval of the commissioners. The other expenses are 
under the control of the county commissioners and the sheriffs. The 
county prisons to which the following paragraphs refer are twenty- 
one in number; namely, five separate jails where there is no house 
of correction on the premises, two houses of correction entirely de- 
tached from any jail, and fourteen institutions where the jail and 
house of correction are on the same lot, and so closely connected 
that in many cases it is not easy to distinguish one from the other. 
Following the text there are financial statements, and in the suc- 
ceeding pages follow details as to the commitments to these places. 

Late in the year there was sent to the different prisons an inquiry 
relative to any changes in the condition of the prison buildings since 
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1901, when they were all briefly described in the report. The only 
substantial enlargements have been made in Suffolk County, and 
these were noticed in the reports at the time the new buildings were 
completed. No other radical changes have been noted, but in a few 
instances there have been considerable expenditures for repairs and 
improvements. 

Barnstable County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Barnstable* 

At the beginning of the year there were 13 prisoners in custody 
in this prison, which has a capacity of 22 cells. On November 30 
the prisoners were 7 men and 2 women. No work is provided here, 
except such as may be afforded in keeping the buildings and grounds 
in order. 

Beekshiee County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Pittsfield. 

The capacity of this prison is 129 cells, and on November 30 there 
were 70 prisoners in custody. Some contemplated changes that were 
mentioned in the report of last year have not yet been made, but 
plans have been prepared, and the master is ready to proceed with 
them as soon as funds are available. During the year the sum of 
$1,436.36 has been expended for painting and general repairs. The 
industry consists of making heels on public account. Not much 
profit has been derived from this business, but it seems to be the 
only occupation that is available here. 

Bristol County. 

Jail and House of Correction at New Bedford, 

This is one of the larger county prisons, and has a capacity of 
372 cells. On November 30 there were in custody 192 men and 17 
women. The master keeps at work all the prisoners who are able to 
be employed. The industry here is quite well adapted to the limited 
capacities of the class of prisoners who make up the bulk of the popu- 
lation. The master reports that the outer wall of the prison has been 
enlarged this year at an expense of $1,497.47; and that $2,232.90 
has been expended for other repairs and improvements.

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Jail at Taunton, 

This prison has a capacity of 66 cells. On November 30 there 
were 38 men and 6 women held. The only special repairs reported 
by the keeper consist of providing electric fixtures for the prison, and 
some repairs on the bam. In all other respects the prison is in the 
same condition as when the report of last year was submitted. 

CoiTNTY OF Dukes County. 

Jail at Edgartown, 

This is the smallest separate jail in the State and has a capacity 
of only 12 cells. It is very seldom that any of them are needed, and 
on ^November 30 there were no prisoners in custody. The only fixed 
expense is the salary of the keeper. Occasionally a prisoner is com- 
mitted, but the cost of support amounts to very little in the aggregate 
for any year. 

Essex County. 

House of Correction at Ipswich, 

The number of cells at this place is greatly in excess of any number 
of prisoners that is likely to be held here. Not all the cells, however, 
would be suitable for the imprisonment of persons held for a long 
time. Some of the cells are very small and poorly lighted; in fact, 
the only rooms whose size would be approved at the present time as 
a fit place of imprisonment are contained in the old wing formerly 
used as a receptacle for the insane. In the report of last year it was 
suggested that the cells might be made larger by turning two into 
one. Some inquiries as to the feasibility of this plan have been made, 
but the master and county commissioners have not yet determined 
that it would be safe to disturb the party walls in the old prison. 
The buildings are in the same condition as last year, and the master 
reports no expenditure for repairs. The number of prisoners on 
November 30 was 70, and the capacity of the prison, including cells 
large and small, is 185. 

Jail and House of Correction at Lawrence, 

The number of prisoners in this place, as a rule, exceeds its 
single-cell capacity. It has 120 cells, but 60 of these were made large 
in the beginning, with a view to the accommodation of 2 prisoners 
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in case the number should be large. There has been no time recently 
when the population was below the number of cells. On November 
30 there were in custody 131 men and 15 women. The repairs and 
improvements consist of the expenditure of small sums for repair- 
ing the coal shed and storehouse, and concreting sidewalks. During 
the year the master has carried out his purpose, to which reference 
was made in the last report, of making an examination of the north 
wing, with a view to ascertaining the difficulty in ventilation; so far 
a partial remedy has been found. 

Jail at Newburyport, 

The capacity of this prison is always ample, there being 42 cells. 
On November 30 there were 12 prisoners in custody. No repairs 
have been made on the prison buildings, and the only extraordinary 
expense is a small sum for plumbing and drainage. 

Jail and House of Correction at Salem, 

The number of separate cells in this prison is 138, and on Novem- 
ber 30 the prison was crowded, there being 136 men and 20 women 
in custody. No increase in the cell room can be made in the present 
buildings. In vie^v of the frequent recommendations that all the 
women prisoners in this county should be kept in one place, it has 
been suggested that suitable provision might be made for the im- 
prisonment of women at Salem by removing the master's house, and 
building a women's prison on the site of it. The county owns ad- 
joining land, where the master's house could be set up in a proper 
situation. The sheriff reports that the sum of $787.60 has been 
spent during the year for repairs on boilers and roofs, painting, etc. 
The industry is caning chairs; but for part of the year this has not 
been available, because the persons for whom the work is done have 
not kept a supply of material on hand. 

Franklin County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Greenfield. 

This prison contains 80 cells, and on November 30 the number in 
custody was 24 men and 3 women. It has a light and well-ventilated 
workshop, and during most of the year the prisoners who can work 
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are employed in cane-seating chairs. At seasonable times some of 
the prisoners are employed in cultivating and caring for the land. 
A large quantity of vegetables is raised for the consumption of the 
prisoners. No special repairs have been made on the buildings, but 
the master reports an expenditure of $423.89 for general repairs. 

Hampden County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Springfield. 

This prison has a capacity of 256 cells, or, as the master says, 
what is equivalent to that number, a few being double cells. On 
November 30 there were 187 men and 20 women in custody. All 
the prisoners who are able to work are kept generally well employed 
on a piece-price industry which was established some years ago. 
There have been no special or extraordinary repairs of any nature 
during the year, but the sum of $1,169.42 has been expended for 
general repairs. 

Hampshire County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Northampton. 

This prison has 88 separate cells, and on November 30 there were 
65 men and 2 women in custody. Since the report of 1901, when 
the prison buildings were generally described, this county has ex- 
pended nearly $10,000 for new heating arrangements, electric light- 
ing, etc., so that the buildings are in a greatly improved condition. 
Since the last report there have been no expenditures for special 
repairs excepting a small sum for making a concrete sidewalk. 

Middlesex County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Cambridge. 

Among the county prisons this is the second in its capacity. It 
has 510 separate cells, and on November 30 there were held in cus- 
tody in the jail and house of correction 270 men and 41 women. All 
the work here is done on public account, and one of the industries has 
been maintained for a great many years. Since 1901 a few changes 
have been made in the arrangements of the buildings ; the most notable 
is the addition of the visitors' room, which was mentioned in the 
report of 1904. Since the last report some repairs of consequence 
have been made, notably, the addition of a new electrical engine and 
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generator, at an expense of nearly $6,000. This is to provide light 
not only for the prison, but for the group of other county buildings 
near by. 

Jail at Lowell. 

This prison has a capacity of 102 separate cells, and on November 
30 it had more than that number of prisoners, the population being 
112 men and 3 women. The sheriff has recently discontinued the 
women's department, which contained a number of cells; and the 
few women who are now held here are to be kept in another part of 
the prison, so that all the remaining cells will be available for the 
men's department. This change will enable the keeper to use all the 
cells ; but it may be necessary in the near future to enlarge the prison 
in the manner suggested in the report of last year. The industry 
established here many years ago has been continued during the year, 
and furnishes work for a number of the able-bodied prisoners. 

Nantucket County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Nantucket, 

For the first time since 1903 this place has been visited during the 
year. At the time the chairman visited it in July there was 1 
prisoner in custody ; he was held for trial. It is needless to say that 
there have been no unusual expenses, and that the jail remains as it 
has been for a great many years, — one of the curiosities in prison 
architecture. Although it is said in a report that this prison has 
a capacity of 11 cells, only 4 of them are at all fit for prison purposes. 
On November 30 there were no prisoners in custody. 

Norfolk County. , 

Jail and House of Correction at Dedham, 

The capacity of this prison, according to the report of 1901, was 
114, and the master reports that there have been no material changes 
since that time. On November 30 there were 73 men and 2 women 
in the prison. There have been no expenditures for repairs and im- 
provements, with the exception of a few hundred dollars for new 
window sashes in the jail. The industry at this place is the same as 
at Pittsfield, and its continuance can only be justified on the ground 
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that it would be difficult to obtain other employment for the prisoners 
if this work should be discontinued. On other grounds it does not 
yield enough profit to justify the ejBFort that is needed to manage it. 

' Plymouth County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Plymouth. 

In 1901 a special report regarding this prison gave the number of 
separate cells as 93. When the inquiry of this year was made, for 
the purpose of ascertaining what changes had taken place during the 
intervening years, the master sent a special report, reading as fol- 
lows : " There have been no material changes. Two rooms which 
were used for drying and storage have been changed to a hospital 
and a woman's work-room, each equipped with a bath-tub, hot water, 
set bowls, etc., at a cost of about $800. The county commissioners 
have recently bought two houses in the rear of the jail, at a cost of 
about $5,000, for the use of the officers ; this will permit an enlarge- 
ment of the yard room and possibly of the jail. The present accom- 
modations are hardly large enough for the prison. The average 
number for the year was 97. It would be an improvement if a house 
could be provided for the master, adjoining or appurtenant to the 
jail." On November 30 the number of prisoners in custody ex- 
ceeded the single-cell capacity, there being 101 men and 4 women. 

Suffolk Coujs^ty. 

Jail at Boston, 

The separate cell capacity of this place is 292, and on November 
30 there were 210 men and 38 women in custody. There were times 
during the year, however, when the capacity of the prison was very 
much overtaxed. The only changes since 1901, noted by the keeper 
in response to inquiry, are some that have been made this year to 
improve the security of the prison ; namely, the bricking up of eleven 
bow-windows in the outer walls of the cell block. The other changes 
in the prison buildings, since 1901, have been noted from time to 
time, consisting mainly of the new prison for women, and the deten- 
tion building for prisoners suffering from delirium. 
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House of Correction at Deer Island. 

Since the report of 1901 a considerable enlargement of the capacity 
of this prison has been made. The women's prison, described in the 
report of two years ago, has a capacity of 360 cells. The number of 
prisoners in custody on November 30 was 879 men and 152 women. 
The entire capacity here, including the new prison, is 1,676 cells. 
No extraordinary repairs are reported, but to keep the buildings in 
their usual good order has required an expense of $7,950.15, re- 
ported under the head of repairs and improvements. One minor 
change, of great value, is the addition of a fireproof room, which 
provides a secure place for all books and records of the institution. 
It is difficult to find employment for the large number of prisoners 
at this place. The only work consists of stone cutting, — an industry 
that was established here before any of the present officers began their 
work; and the cloth industry that was also set up many years ago. 
The stone work is done exclusively for the city, and has not been open 
to many objections that apply to other public account work. It is the 
only form of employment that has been generally approved by persons 
who strongly object to the piece-price and contract systems. 

Worcester County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Fitchburg, 

This prison has a capacity of 170 separate cells, and on November 
30 there were held in it 80 men. The buildings are in good condi- 
tion, and no special repairs are reported. The industry consists of 
cane-seating chairs, and a considerable income is derived from it, 
owing to the manner in which the master provides for the instruc- 
tion. The lot of land is carefully cultivated, and yields a good 
return for the labor put upon it. 

Jail and House of Correction at Worcester, 

The number of separate cells is 320, and on November 30 there 
were 197 men and 38 women in custody. No special repairs are 
reported for the year, nor have there been any material changes in 
the buildings since 1901. The general repairs, such as repairing 
roofs, boilers, etc., amounted to $1,072.19. This prison, with the 
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additions and changes made under the direction of the sheriiBF in 
recent years, is now one of the most convenient and secure in the 
State. 



General Condition of the Pbisons. 

As a rule, the county prisons are well kept and in an orderly con- 
dition. Occasionally an inspection of them discloses some deficiency 
in the way of cleanliness, which is not always due to the inattention 
of the keeper. Sometimes the lack of money for the purchase of 
suitable material prevents the master or keeper from maintaining his 
prison in a satisfactory condition from a sanitary point of view. 
This deficiency cannot be supplied by any action of this Board; but 
it is suggested that it might be well to allow for each county prison 
a specific sum, to be expended at the discretion of the master or 
keeper in making general repairs and improvements. 

The county commissioners have now the right to release in nearly 
all cases that come into the county prisons. No concurrent authority 
is needed in cases of drunkenness ; and where the prisoner is held on 
a term sentence for other offences, the commissioners, with the ap- 
proval of the court, may grant a release after a certain period. They 
have no authority, however, to release a prisoner who is held for 
non-payment of a fine. The courts may release persons held for 
fines, but to obtain a remission of the penalty in that way would 
often involve considerable delay to enable the justices to make due 
inquiry; whereas, the commissioners have ready knowledge of the 
circumstances, and could act promptly in any emergency. 



Expenditures and Receipts. 

In the statements relative to the maintenance of county prisons 
the accounts are made up for the year ending September 30, as it 
would be quite impossible to print the report during the month of 
January if the preparation of these tables should be held back until 
December. For purposes of comparison, also, the old date has been 
preferred. In the later pages of the report there will be found a 
financial statement of the industries up to November 30, the close 
of the new fiscal year for State departments. 
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Average Cost of Pbisonebs. 

In the preceding table information concerning the receipts, ex- 
penditures and cost of maintenance of the different county prisons 
is set forth. Compared with last year, there has been a small in- 
crease in the total cost of maintenance per capita. The usual differ- 
ences in the net cost of support referred to in previous reports still 
prevail, being due to the variety of conditions under which each 
prison is administered. The avei'age net cost per capita for all the 
county prisons during the past year was $169.90. In the State 
Prison it was $112.46 ; in the Massachusetts Reformatory, $218.06 ; 
and in the Reformatory Prison for Women, $209.47.

STATISTICS OF PRISONERS. 



Tlie number of prisoners committed by the courts to all the prisons 
in the State during the past year was 36,812, or 1,066 less than in 
the previous year. The total number in custody at the end of the year 
was 6,147, as against 6,415 a year ago. A larger number of prison- 
ers have been removed from the jails and houses of correction to the 
Temporary Industrial Camp for Prisoners at Rutland than during, 
the previous year. The total number of commitments to and releases 
from all the prisons in the State during the year are set forth upon 
the preceding page, the whole number received being 38,860; this 
number is 751 less than were received the previous year.

The whole nuinber of prisoners in custody in all the prisons at 
the end of the year was 0,147. Of this number, 412 were being 
held in the different jaila to await trial. While the total number 
of sentenced prisoners is 328 smaller than a year ago, the number 
held for trial is 60 larger. As compared with last year, there are 
5 more in the State Prison, 20 less in the Massachusetts Reforma- 
tory, 9 less in the Reformatory Prison for Women, 42 less at the 
State Farm, 27 more at the Temporary Industrial Camp for Pris- 
oners, and 289 less sentenced prisoners in the jails and houses of 
correction. While there has been a greater reduction in the number 
of sentenced prisonors in the jails and houses of correction for crimes 
against public order, the numbers held for crimes against the person 
and for crimes against property are also less than a year ago. The 
whole number of prisoners in the Deer Island house of correction 
is only 990, against 1,274 last year and 1,793 two years ago. The 
number of males in custody is 217 less than last year, and there are 
51 less females. The number held for non-payment of fines and 
expenses is slightly in excess of last year. Following this statement 
ai-e tables relating to prisoners remaining in custody at the close of 
the year covered by this report.

Obimes of Peisonebs awaiting Tkial Sept. 30, 1906.

At the close of the year covered by this report 
there were 412 such persons; of this number, 71 were females. As 
compared with last year there is an increase of 33 males and 27 
females awaiting trial.

In a few cities of the Commonwealth the number of arrests during 
the year has been less, but a very large proportion show quite an 
increase over the previous year. An increase over last year also 
appears in arrests in the to^vns. The total number of arrests made 
in all the cities and towns in the State was 123,193 ; of this number, 
104,741 were made in the cities, and 18,452 in the different to^^Tls. 
As compared with last year, the whole number is 8,933 greater. 

There has been an increase of 5,454 in the number of males 
arrested for drunkenness over last year, and a decrease of 31 in the 
number of females. The total number of arrests for drunkenness 
during the year was 79,395. The largest percentage of increase of 
arrests was for crimes against the person, and the smallest for crimes 
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against property. The three tables immediately following this state- 
ment have been prepared from information contained in reports re- 
ceived from the different police departments throughout the State.

In accordance with the statutes of 1891, and of later acts relative 
to the probation officers, complete reports have been received from 
all the officers of the police, district and mmiicipal courts, with two 
exceptions. The probation officer of the Berkshire Fourth District 
Court has made no return whatever during the year, and the officer 
of the Plymouth Fourth District Court has sent no report since last 
May. A few probation officers have taken the precaution to verify 
the statements sent each month by sending a summarized statement 
for the entire year. The probation officers of the superior courts 
have made the usual returns, and, in addition, some of the officers 
have sent a very comprehensive account of their work for the entire 
period. One of the officers writes an interesting statement regard- 
ing a peculiar phase of his duties, which is quoted as follows, as a 
matter of general interest : — 

Ten of the 13 women were placed out to work in country homes, at 
the best wages their earning capacity could procure. This kind of help 
is always in demand. There were 33 surrendered during the year, some 
of them being old cases. One man was surrendered after having been 
on probation three years. Justice Lawton commended the wisdom of 
such a course, as the man had been placed on probation for breaking 
and entering, and, on learning that he had been found in a dwelling 
during the temporary absence of the tenant, with a bimch of skeleton 
keys in his possession, giving a fictitious name, and imable to account 
for his presence in the house, I surrendered him. He was given a sen- 
tence of two years in the house of correction. Twenty drunkards were 
re-arrested during the year, and given direct sentences in the lower courts. 
Five defaulted by not reporting as ordered, and will be arrested and 
surrendered just as soon as they are located. Under the provisions of 
chapter 225, R. L., 23 men and women were released on probation from 
the house of correction by the coimty commissioners, on my joint recom- 
mendation with the district attorney. Employment was awaiting them 
in every case. Under the new practice of having probationers (when 
able) pay court expenses and make restitution to injured parties, I have, 
during the year, opened up cash accounts with 107 probationers, who had 
been ordered to pay a total of $937.50 for court expenses; of this amount, 
$700 has been collected. Many of these probationers were also ordered 
to make restitution, to the amount of $866.65; of this amount, $576.15 
has been paid. It would therefore seem as though there was consider- 
able punishment being meted out to these violators of law, even although 
they are allowed their liberty. The restrictions and penalties of their 
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probation is away in advance of imprisonment, either as punishment or 
reformative agent. Another point covering the collection of this money 
is that of keeping the probation oflBcer in close touch with his wards for 
a long period of time, as there is no attempt made to crowd in the col- 
lection of this money, and it is therefore made a constant reminder to 
the probationer that by the labor of his hands he is required to make 
good the damage he has done the community. There are some cases that 
are not taxed; on the contrar}-, they are aided by the court in a financial 
way to reach their homes, secure employment, etc. 

Another superior court probation officer reports that during the 
year he had 60 persons placed under his charge, and that their ages 
ranged from ten to fifty-six years; 30 of the number were under 
twenty-one years of age. This officer also says that upon his recom- 
mendation, with the concurrence of the district attorney, 9 persons 
have been released from the house of correction by the county com- 
missioners. Regarding the results of his work,^ he gives definite 
statements as to 35, saying that 23 were satisfactory, 10 were re- 
arrested or surrendered, and 2 disappeared. In addition to his regu- 
lar report, the probation officer of the District Court of East Norfolk 
has submitted a special statement regarding his duties under the 
new law relative to delinquent children. This is the only report of 
the kind that has been received, although a number of the officers 
have conferred with the chairman in regard to this law, which seems 
to have more or less ambiguity in some of its provisions. ' No report 
has been received from the new juvenile court of the city of Boston, 
because the regular probation officers have not yet been appointed. 
No probation returns have been asked of the court under these cir- 
cumstances, but the clerk's report gives the information that in the 
first month of the court's operation 66 juveniles were brought before 
the judge. 

From the reports received, it appears that there were 10,120 cases 
in the police, municipal and district courts, — an increase of 702, 
as compared with last year. The number of statements referred to 
the probation officer in cases of drunkenness was 70,334, — an in- 
crease of 7,110. It will be noticed that the proportion of those 
found to be true is about the same as heretofore. The number re- 
leased, however, is greatly in excess of last year; but it is necessary 
to note carefully that the number of such releases in the report of 
last year covered a period of only a few months under the new law, 
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whereas the present report refers to the entire year under that law. 
The table of results, in comparison with last year, shows a smaller 
number arrested for new offences and fewer who had their proba- 
tion extended. 

During the year all the probation officers of the State have twice 
been called into conference. In November, 1905, a meeting was 
called to consider the operation of chapter 384 of the Acts of 1905, 
relative to the release of persons arrested for drunkenness. The meet- 
ing in June, 1906, also considered this subject, as well as the super- 
vision of persons on probation, and their surrender for violating the 
terms of probation. There was also under consideration the prac- 
tice, which prevails in some jurisdictions, of requiring a defendant 
to make restitution of stolen property as a condition of probation. 
These conferences have been found very useful in giving information 
to many of the officers from the remote jurisdictions. Some time 
ago a plan was settled upon for securing the co-operation of the pro- 
bation officers in supervising discharged prisoners ; and arrangements 
to this end have been made with a large number of the probation 
officers. The plan has been in successful operation in some jurisdic- 
tions for more than a year. Not only have good results attended this 
method of supervision, as far as the work of the Prison Commis- 
sioners is concerned, but it can be stated, upon the authority of a 
committee of probation officers, which met in December, that the 
probation officers consider this feature to be a very important and 
useful part of their work. It is hoped that eventually the plan will 
be extended to all the jurisdictions outside of Boston, where, although 
the officers have always been willing to co-operate, and do frequently 
give us assistance in this direction, it is more convenient to perform 
the work directly from the commissioners' office. 

As a rule, probation is extended without sentence. That is to say, 
after the defendant is convicted he is put on probation, and no sen- 
tence is imposed imless he is again brought into court for violating 
the terms of his probation. There are some exceptions to this rule, 
however, in a large number of the courts, where the probation is 
granted after the sentence is awarded. This practice is known under 
the name of " suspended sentence." The two methods of probation 
are generally distinguished by being called, respectively, the English 
and French systems. During this year there were 2,444 cases of 
suspended sentence in 40 courts.

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SuPERiOK Court Probation Officers. 

Since probation officers for the superior court were authorized, in 
1898, all the counties excepting Berkshire, Franklin, Hampden and 
Hampshire have appointed officers to act exclusively in the superior 
courts. In Suffolk one of the officers is also the chief probation offi- 
cer for the municipal court, but there are five others with no duties 
but in the superior court. In Hampden the officer of the Springfield 
Police Court has an appointment from the superior court. 
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Cbiminal Prosecutions. 

Information concerning criminal prosecutions during the year is 
set forth in tables immediately following the review of murder trials. 
This information has been obtained from reports received from the 
different courts. Since the commissioners' last report was issued, 
the following courts have been established : — 

By chapter 489 of the Acts of 1906 the Boston Juvenile Court 
was created. It is provided that — 

All the jurisdiction, authority and powers vested in the municipal 
court of the city of Boston or the justices thereof, or which are con- 
ferred upon municipal courts by chapter four hundred and thirteen of 
the acts of the year nineteen hundred and six, which involve the trial, 
sentencing, commitment or other disposal of a child imder the age of 
seventeen years, or the receiving of complaints and the issuing of siun- 
monses, warrants or other processes in relation thereto, or which relate 
to the care of neglected children, under chapter three hundred and thirty- 
four of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and three, and acts in 
amendment thereof or in addition thereto, are hereby transferred to, and 
vested in, the court hereby established. . . . 

The first session of this court was held on the first day of Sep- 
tember, 1906. 

' By chapter 299 of the Acts of 1906 the Third District Court of 
Essex was established. This court holds daily sessions, and has juris- 
diction in the town of Ipswich. The first session of the court was 
held on the second day of July, 1906. 

Trials for Murder. 

Murder cases are included in the tables of statistics of criminal 
prosecutions, but more detailed information concerning each case is 
set forth in the following statements : — 

Andrea Luciano was indicted in Berkshire County, Jan. 10, 
1906, for the murder in the second degree of Vincenzo Fillippo, on 
Oct. 1, 1905, in the city of Pittsfield. The defendant was brought 
to trial, and on Jan. 24, 1906 was found guilty and sentenced to the 
State Prison for life. 
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DoNATO Penello WES indicted in Bristol County, June 6, 1906, 
for the murder of Antonio Aguello, on May 13, 1906, in the city of 
New Bedford. When brought to trial the defendant pleaded guilty 
of manslaughter. This plea being accepted, the prisoner was, on 
June 19, 1906, sentenced to the State Prison for not less than eight 
nor more than ten years. 

Antonio Caracciolo, alias, was indicted in Hampden County, 
Dec. 21, 1904, for the murder of Giuseppe La Rosa, alias, on Nov. 
13, 1904, in the city of Springfield. On Dec. 28, 1904, the defend- 
ant pleaded not guilty. On Dec. 26, 1905, he retracted his former 
plea, and pleaded guilty of manslaughter. This plea being accepted, 
the prisoner was sentenced to the State Prison for not less than seven 
nor more than ten years. 

Charles E. Tiedman, alias Chables Tiedman, was indicted in 
Hampden County, Sept. 13, 1905, for the murder of Elizabeth A. 
Tiedman, on Aug. 1, 1905, in the town of Chester. On Sept. 20, 
1905, the defendant pleaded not guilty. On Dec. 19, 1905, he re- 
tracted his former plea, and pleaded guilty of murder in the second 
degree. This plea was accepted, and the prisoner was sentenced to 
the State Prison for life. 

George E. Morris was indicted in Middlesex County, Dec. 8, 
1905, for the murder in the second degree of Jennie P. B. Morris, 
alias Jennie P. B. Spalding, on Aug. 8, 1905, in the city of Lowell. 
The defendant was brought to trial Dec. 14, 1905, pleaded guilty, 
and was sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

Charles L. Tucker, referred to in the report of last year as hav- 
ing been convicted of the murder of Mabel Pagie, and whose case had 
at that time been carried to the Supreme Judicial Court on excep- 
tions, was, on Jan. 27, 1906, sentenced to death, his exceptions having 
been overruled. On June 12, 1906, the sentence was executed at the 
State Prison. 

John Schidlofski, alias John Cline, was indicted in Middlesex 
County, July 20, 1905, for the murder of Marciana Schidlofski, on 
July 12, 1905, in the town of Belmont. The defendant was brought 
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to trial March 12, 1906, and upon March 17, 1906, was found guilty 
of murder in the first degree. On April 7, 1906, the prisoner was 
sentenced to death; and on July 9, 1906, he was executed at the 
State Prison. 

Laweence Cygless was indicted in Middlesex County, March 9, 
1906, for the murder of Mary Cygless, on Jan. 4, 1906, in the city 
of Lowell. On June 18, 1906, the defendant pleaded guilty of mur- 
der in the second degree. This plea being accepted by the govern- 
ment, the prisoner was sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

Heney E. Parsons was indicted in Middlesex County, Sept. 7, 
1906, for the murder in the second degree of George W. Gilmore, on 
July 24, 1906, in the city of Somerville. When brought to trial, 
Sept. 25, 1906, the defendant was found guilty; and on Sept. 28, 
1906, he was sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

Giuseppe Sabbatino was indicted in Norfolk County, Sept. 9, 
1905, for the murder of Alfonso Lura, on March 4, 1905, in the 
town of Hyde Park. On Dec. 20, 1905, the defendant was found 
guilty of murder in the second degree, and was sentenced to the 
State Prison for life. 

Rose De Young, as stated in the report of last year, on April 13, 
1905, pleaded guilty of manslaughter and was admitted to bail. On 
Sept. 26, 1906, the case was placed on file. 

Antonio Boteiei was indicted in Plymouth County, June 6, 1906, 
for the murder of Louis Lodi, on May 28, 1906, in the town of 
Plymouth. On June 20, 1906, the court found that the defendant 
was insane, and ordered that he be committed to the Taunton Insane 
Hospital until further order of the court. 

John Wainwbight was indicted in Worcester County, Jan. 16, 
1905, for the murder of Ada E. Lindley, on Dec. 6, 1904, in the city 
of Worcester. The defendant was brought to trial June 2, 1905, 
when he was found guilty of murder in the second degree. On Jan. 
15, 1906, the prisoner was sentenced to the State Prison for life. 
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William H. Smith was indicted in Worcester Comity, May 19, 
1906, for the murder of William F. Shepard, on March 22, 1906, in 
the city of Worcester. On May 23, 1906, the defendant pleaded 
guilty of manslaughter. This plea was accepted, and the prisoner 
was sentenced to the State Prison for not less than ten nor more than 
twelve years. 

In the 14 cases mentioned above, 7 defendants were sentenced to 
State Prison for life; 2 were executed; 3 pleaded guilty of man- 
slaughter and were sentenced to State Prison for various terms; 1 
was declared insane and committed to an insane hospital, and one 
case of manslaughter was placed on file. One defendant, mentioned 
last year, was committed to State Prison on commutation of a death 
sentence.

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EXPBNDITUBES FOB FiSOAL YeAR. 

In the special parts of this report relative to the State institutions 
there are accounts of the expenditures and receipts for a year end- 
ing Sept. 30, 1906. These statements have been presented in the 
same form for. so many years that it was considered advisable to 
continue them at least this year, for the purpose of comparison, 
although the law now requires that the financial accounts at least 
shall be made for a fiscal year ending on November 30, instead of 
September 30, as heretofore. 

The law establishing this fiscal year went into effect on the Slst 
of December, 1905, and therefore the expenditures and receipts 
cover a period of eleven months only. The following statements, 
in conformity with the new requirement, have been prepared to show 
expenditures from the appropriations that are imder the control of 
this Board. The expenditures and receipts of the counly prisons 
do not appear to be covered by the provisions of the new law, and 
no change has been made in the form of returns concerning those 
places.

Industbies in All the Pbisons. 

In all the previous reports of this Board there has been a detailed 
financial account of the industries in the parts of the report relating 
to the State Prison and reformatories, respectively; but, owing to 
the change in the fiscal year, it has not been practicable to present 
the financial statements of the industries in the earlier pages of the 
report. All the information that has heretofore been presented in 
direct connection with each particular institution is included in the 
tables that follow. 

These statements concern the industries at the State Prison, the 
Massachusetts Reformatory, the Reformatory Prison for Women, 
the State Parm, and the jails and houses of correction; and the 
tables of employment also include the prisoners who have been en- 
gaged during the year at the Temporary Industrial Camp for Prison- 
ers in Rutland, either in reclaiming, improving and cultivating the 
land, or in preparing for occupancy the new hospital for consump- 
tive prisoners. 

It will be noticed that these statements cover a period from Oct. 
1, 1905, to Nov. 30, 1906. It has been necessary to make these 
accounts for fourteen months, in order to embrace all the transac- 
tions of the industries since the last report.

AbBANQEMENT of THE INDUSTRIES. 

Under the statute of 1897, which is the latest law governing prison 
industries, the restriction as to the number of prisoners employed 
applies to the entire State, and not to any particular prison. Very 
little rearrangement has been needed since the act was passed, and 
the employments are substantially the same as ten years ago, with 
the exception of a few changes that have been caused by the exten- 
sion of the public use system, that consists of making goods for in- 
stitutions. No contract system whatever is permitted in the prisons. 
The nearest approach to it is the piece-price method, and even this 
method is limited to two industries. Only a few prisoners are en- 
gaged in this way in the State institutions; these are at the Massa- 
chusetts Reformatory and the State Farm. Public account work 
is done at the State Prison and the reformatories, and to a slight 
extent also at the State Farm. There are industries managed in this 
way in the houses of correction at Cambridge, Dedham, Deer Island, 
New Bedford and Pittsfield, and the Lowell Jail. Chair caning, by 
the piece, furnishes the industry for all the other county prisons 
that have work of any kind, with the single exception of Springfield, 
where the prisoners are employed by the piece on the only other in- 
dustry that can be carried on in this way. The form of employment 
in each prison is shown in the tables, and there are detailed financial 
accounts of all the industries.

Making Goods fob Public Use. 

The most satisfactory form of mechanical employment for pris- 
oners at the present time is afforded by the public use industries 
which have been operated since 1898 for producing articles and ma- 
terials to be used by the public institutions of the Commonwealth 
and counties, and of such cities as have a population of 40,000 in- 
habitants. During the year large quantities of materials have been 
furnished to the different hospitals and prisons, and very seldom has 
a serious complaint been made either in regard to the quality of the 
goods or the price, which is determined as nearly as may be by a com- 
parison with outside prices. Some difficulties have been experienced 
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in meeting the wants of the different places, because there is no 
general rule in regard to the style and form of articles. It has sev- 
eral times been suggested that it might be a useful adjunct to this 
law to empower some set of officials, who should serve without pay, 
to determine at the beginning of each year the kind of articles that 
the prisons should prepare for public use. In that event, each insti- 
tution could be required to take the articles that had been prepared 
for it in accord with the statement received at the beginning of 
the year. As a rule, the institutions have complied with all the 
provisions of the law; and, as far as the State institutions are con- 
cerned, there is no need of any further regulation in this respect. 

During the year the State Prison has continued to make the cloth- 
ing for public use from cloth that is produced on the hand looms at 
Concord. At Charlestown, also, the boots and shoes and the hosiery, 
together with some of the coarser kinds of cotton cloth, are made by 
hand labor. 

At the Massachusetts Reformatory the looms produce all the woolen 
cloth that is made for public use ; and it is believed that the quality 
has been improved through experience during the year. Concord 
sends out all the blankets to fill the orders received from the different 
institutions, although some of the weaving of blankets is done at 
Charlestown; these are all returned to Concord to be finished before 
they are sold. The reformatory supplies some articles of furniture, 
but it has not been feasible to extend this business very largely, owing 
to the fact that since the industries were established the prison popu- 
lation has been much lower than for many years prior to 1898. 

In the Reformatory Prison for Women there is a sewing-room 
where the women are engaged in making dresses, shirts and other 
garments for the different institutions. The principal industry here 
is the manufacture of white shirts, and from this institution other 
places are supplied with these goods. 

The Cambridge House of Correction produces all the mats and 
brooms that are sold to other places, and also some brushes. The 
State Prison also supplies, from the general industries, a few goods 
of this kind. 

In the last year the sales on account of public use amounted to 
$220,847.89. This was an increase of $51,160.30 above the sales 
reported in 1905. But it should be noted that last year the sales 
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covered a period of only twelve months, whereas the statement this 
year is for fourteen months from Oct. 1, 1905, to Nov. 30, 1906. 
The following statement shows the amount of sales by the particular 
prisons that made and sold the articles and materials : —

LiBBABIES. 

The number of volumes reported from the respective prisons does 
not differ materially in the aggregate from the report of last year. 
The State Prison reports about 8,000 volumes; this is a smaller 
number than last year, when the report was incorrect because it 
erroneously included some from the private library of the chaplain 
that has for many years been available to the prisoners. At the 
Massachusetts Reformatory there is also a smaller number of vol- 
umes, owing to the fact that many books have been worn out and not 
replaced. The Reformatory Prison for Women has a few more than 
last year. The State Farm returns precisely the same number. The 
Lowell Jail shows quite a falling off since last year, but the keeper 
says the library is being renewed, and when the renewals are com- 
pleted the number of books will be about the same as heretofore. 
Newburyport Jail returns only magazines in its library. The total 
number of volumes in all the prisons is 27,238, which is 1,342 less 
than were reported last year.

REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR AIDING DIS- 
CHARGED PRISONERS. 



To the Board of Prison Commissioners : 

As required by section 140 of chapter 225 of the Revised Laws, 
I submit the following statement showing what has been done to 
help discharged male prisoners during the period from Oct. 1, 1905, 
to 'Nov. 30, 1906, the expiration of the new fiscal year. 

The number aided during this time was 1,783. Of this number, 
893 had been inmates of the Massachusetts Reformatory at Concord 
Junction, and 387 were from the Temporary Industrial Camp for 
Prisoners at West Rutland, Mass. These men and boys were aided 
from the State appropriation for the purpose as follows : —

Three hundred and forty-seven other prisoners, 343 of whom were 
from the county prisons and the State Farm of this State, and 4 from 
prisons in other states, were helped from the funds of the Massa- 
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chusetts Society for Aiding Discharged Convicts, at an expense of 
$1,595.28. 

It will be noticed that the number aided in fourteen months is 50 
less than for the twelve months of last year ; the total number of pris- 
oners Oct. 1, 1906, was also 268 less than on Oct. 1, 1905. 

Aiding prisoners upon their release is a practicable business ven- 
ture. It is desirable to get these men back into the ranks of self- 
supporting citizens quietly and as soon as possible. The money 
spent to accomplish this object is one of the wisest expenditures of 
any State or community. 

It is not to be supposed that every man released from prison is 
reformed. He is sometimes no better than when he went there; 
but this is his own fault. He has had an opportunity to reflect; to 
study; to work; to attend religious services; a reasonable amount 
of entertainment; visits from relatives and friends and the use of 
a fair library. With these opportimities a reasonable man can im- 
prove himself if so disposed. 

Whether or not he has reformed, he needs encouragement and 
help upon his discharge. He must make a living. With this in 
view, all that is possible is done to give him an opportunity to earn 
that living honestly, coupled with such advice and encouragement 
as seems to fit his individual circumstances. 

The results have been more satisfactory than usual this year, 
probably owing to the fact that it has been easy to obtain work. 

It is more satisfactory, as well as easier, to help a man who will 
try to help himself. The battle is won when a man honestly intends 
to succeed. Some will not make an effort to help themselves, pre- 
ferring to drift about in the homes and missions of which there 
are many in the cities. These are the men who have bartered health, 
homes, relatives and friends for liquor. What can be done with 
them ? 

Of 152 men released from the State Prison during the past four- 
teen months, only 4 have been returned for other crimes.

During this period, upwards of 588 unfortimate women and girls 
were helped in various ways that seemed best for their future welfare.

* Out of the appropriation for 1906 there has been paid to the House of the Good Shep- 
herd the sum of $200, to the Massachusetts Home for Intemperate Women the sum of $100 
and to the North End Mission the sum of $50 for the support of women charged with 
crime whose cases were disposed of without sentence. 
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
